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School Report. 


The Visiting Committee of the School Board submits the  fol- 
lowing report for the fiscal year ending February 15, 1911, As is 
shown by the statistical table, nine different teachers have been 
employed in the six schools of the district during the year. 

The Upper Street school has been taught the three terms by 
the same teacher, Miss Greaves. The results are a good _ school, 
satisfied parents, satisfied pupils, and thankful school board. 

Orford Street Grammar and Orfordyille Primary schools were 
most fortunate, as Miss Riley and Miss Clough of last year, decided to 
stay with them. These schools kept up their former reputation, as 
might be expected, with these teachers, and were very ~ suecessful 
in every respect. A vacancy occurring in the Orford Street Prim- 
ary school, Miss McLaughlin, a Normal graduate, was engaged at 
the beginning’ of the Spring term and has taught the whole year 
with good results. Miss McLaughlin is ‘an efficient teacher, and all 
interested are glad that she can be retained for another’ term. 
The Orfordville Grammar school has had a different teacher each 
term, A short time before the commencement of the Spring term 
Mr. Harris resigned, much to the regret of all concerned, The Board 
was fortunate in getting Miss Russell to take the school foi the 
closing term of the year. She worked faithfully and had, as_ she 
always does, a good school. As Miss Russelk could not be induced 
to stay longer, the Board, after many disappointments, engaged 
Miss Burnett for the Fall term. By mutual consent, there was a va- 
cancy at the end of the term, tothe satisfaction of all concerned. 
The Board considers it a matter of congratulation to all interest- 
ed, that Mrs. Morrison, a.teacher of former years, consented to 
take the school for the Winter term. Mrs. Morrison worked in the 
same faithful manner as she did when she was with us _ before, ° 
with the same commendable results. The Visiting Committee feels 
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like misquoting the old verse thus, “Good Luck sent us Mrs. Mor- 
rison. May she long be the last.” 

At Davis Town Miss Deshaw finished the closing term of the 
year successfully, and resigned. Miss Manchester was engaged and 
has taught the Fall and Winter terms. She has worked faithfully and 
her scholars have made good progress in their studies. It is hop- 
ed she can be retained for the Spring term. 

Eaves spouts have been placed upon the school-houses at Or- 
fordville and Orford Street during the past year. At the Street 
the Board considered it advisable to lay tiling from its eaves con- 
ductors to cess pools to carry the water away from the foundation 
as it is very essential to protect the buildings in that respect as 
much as possible, and if it can be done, prevent further damage be- 
ing done to the outer walls. 

The stove in the Upper Street school-house became worn out 
and unsafe, was removed and the one formerly used at Archer 
Town was installed, and is most satisfactory in warming the room 
and economizing in fuel. 

Permit me call your attention again this year to the new seats 
asked for for the Orford Street Grammar school room. They are 
very much needed as the seats now in use are “shaky,” uncomfort- 
able and unfit for use. 

The Truant Officer is of great assistance to the Board and 
teachers, and does everything relating to his office in a very ac- 
ceptable manner. He has the thanks of the Board for his prompt 
discharge of duty at all times. 

Some misunderstanding seems to have arisen concerning the ob- 
ligatory attendance of pupils af.er fourteen years of age. The 
Board or Truant Officer eannot compel children to attend school 
after fourteen years of age, but they earnestly desire to keep all 
pupils in school as long as possible, and wish to do everything in 
their power to encourage them to attend, but it is for the inter- 
test of parents, pupils and everyone alike to know and understand

that these “over fourteen years” pupils must either attend school 
regularly or stay at home regularly. 

It would be of very great advantage ta all concerned, espec- 
cially to the children of Orford, if the district would see fit to 
raise money enough to have at least thirty-three weeks of school. 
It is impossible for the average child to thoroughly do the work 
ealled for in the program of study in eight school years, of thirty- 
one weeks in the year. It is discouraging fon the children. What 
the Visiting Committee takes the liberty to suggest is, take nine 
instead of eight years, to do the work in, and have more weeks © 
in the school year. If we could have this, we would have pupils 
better fitted in every respect when they graduate. 

It would be very gratifying to the teachers and pupils, not to 
mention the School Board, if every parent in town would “take a 
day off” once during the year and visit the schools and see what 
their children are accomplishing. Co-operation of teacher and par- 
ent is a great factor in the educational development of the child. 
It is, therefore, in the interests of teacher and pupil alike, that the 
Visiting Committee urge that the next year’s registers may have 
more names inscribed on their visitors’ list. 

For all particulars concerning expenses, attendance, etc,, you 
are respectfully referred to the financial reports and the statisti- 
cal table 

In closing this report, the members of the Board wish to say 


they have tried to work in all ways for the advancement of the 
schools. They have endeavored to retain good teachers when they 


had them, and to secure good teachers when a change had to be 
made, 

The Visiting Committee, with the exception of one _ teacher, 
one term, has found every school satisfactory. For all these favor- 
able results attained the Board wishes to, thank teachers, children 
and citizens alike, for only by, the harmonioug and united efforts 
of alk can good schools be maintained.
